The result of the competition for the money prizes offered by us last year for the best specimens 
of vegetables is detailed below. Most of the premiums were largely contested for, and the interest 
taken in the matter is sufficient to justify us in renewing our offer, or nearly so, the coming season. 

In the competition for 1883 the best-formed and heaviest head of Jersey Wakefield Cabbage was 
raised by James B. Souders, Vinton, Iowa, whose specimen weighed 17 Ibs. W. W. Myers of Johns- 
town, Pa., and M. M. Wetterbury of Ionia, Mich., also sent very fine specimens, weighing respectively 
15 lbs. and 11 Ibs. The premium for Henderson's Early Summer Cabbage was awarded to George 
Hattie, Fallston, Pa., who sent us a very fine specimen weighing 24 lbs. J. B. Souders of Vinton, 
Iowa, and Robert Birch of Fairport, N. Y., also sent us fine heads, weighing respectively 18 Ibs. and 
161g lbs. The best and most perfect-formed specimen of Henderson’s Early Snowball Cauliflower was 
sent in by Henry Ruehl of Ossian, Iowa: it weighed 634 lbs. The nearest approach to this was some 
fine specimens sent in by W. A. Doolittle of Clinton, Conn., (514 Ibs.) and 8. A. George of New Ulm, 
Minn., (514 lbs.) The prize for Squash was awarded to George W. Campbell of Milburn, N. J., whose 
specimen of Mammoth Chili weighed 109 lbs. The premium for Potatoes was carried off by E. D. Cole 
of Clinton, N. Y. They were all very well-grown specimens: the combined weight of the six varieties 
turning the scale at 9334 lbs.

This season,(1884,) for the first time, is introduced a new kind of Celery, that we feel satisfied 
will so simplify its culture that the most inexperienced can now grow Celery, blanched in the 
proper condition for the table, just as easily as a Cabbage or Lettuce. The peculiarity of the 
Celery known as “ White Plume” is, that wa/ura//y its stalk and portions of its inner leaves and 
heart are white, so that, by closing the stalks, either by tying them up with matting, or by simply 
drawing the soil up against the plant and pressing it together with the hands, and again drawing 
up the soil with the hoe or plow, so as to keep the soil that has been squeezed against the Celery 
in its place, the work of blanching is completed; while it is well known that in all other kinds 
of Celery, in addition to this, the slow and troublesome process of high ‘“banking’’ or 
earthing up with the spade is a necessity. 

Another great merit of the ‘“ White Plume” Celery is, that it far exceeds any known vege- 
table as an ornament for the table, the inner leaves being disposed somewhat like an ostrich 
feather, so as to suggest the name we have given it of “ White Plume.” 

It is well known that one-half the value of a Celery, particularly in our best hotels and 
restaurants, is held to be its fitness as a table ornament, and for this purpose this new variety 
is admirably fitted. In addition to this, its eating qualities are equal to the very best of the 
older sorts, being cris, solid, and having that nutty flavor peculiar to the “ Walnut” and some 
of the red sorts. Altogether, we cannot find words sufficient to describe its many merits as it 
deserves. 

The great bugbear in the cultivation of Celery, by those engaged in growing it for market, 
has been the labor entailed in the “banking” to whiten or blanch it; and with the unskilled 
amateur growing a few hundred for private use, the troublesome process of “ banking” has 
usually been a detriment sufficient to prevent him from trying. Now he can grow this new 
sort just as simply as any other vegetable. In the first week of October of 1882, the Celery 
banks in Hudson County, New Jersey, must have cost at least $15,000 in labor to erect; but 
a rain storm of twenty-four hours’ duration washed the banks down and destroyed the work 
of weeks. Had this new Celery been under process of blanching, no high banks would have 
been needed, and the storm would have been nearly harmless, as the ‘‘wash’’ would have 
done but a trifling injury. 

But absolute perfection is hardly to be expected in anything, and the “ White Plume’ 
Celery has one’ drawback; the very qualities that make its culture so simple in the fall and 
early winter months, unfit it for a late Celery that will keep until Spring, as its tenderness and 
crispness of structure cause it to rot quicker than the old green kinds; but for use during the 
months of October, November, December, and the early part of January, we advise it to be 
grown, if the saving of labor and quality be considerations. It is equally as hardy against 
frost as the other kinds. In size and weight it is very similar to those popular kinds, the 
‘ Golden Dwarf” and “ Henderson’s Half Dwarf;’’ in fact, it originated in what is known as 
a “sport” from “‘ Henderson’s Half Dwarf;” that is, a single plant showed the whiteness 
of stem and peculiar feathery leaves, which, fortunately, were permanently reproduced from 
seed, and gave us this entirely new type of Celery.

After remaining 
in our store upwards of ten days we began some 
experiments to test its strength, and, to our great 
astonishment, we found that it sustained a weight 
of over 1,250 pounds before cracking or bursting 
open. This, too, with a specimen that was thor- 
oughly ripe. In fact, it was in perfect eating con- 
dition, and was sampled by at least half a dozen 
people, all of whom pronounced its light crimson 
flesh to be tender and of excellent flavor. For 
shipping purposes it is, undoubtedly, one of the very 
best, if not the best Melon in existence. 

We have gone into this somewhat long explana- 
tion for fear that some might form the impression 
from our picture that it was the Melon that weighed 
1,250 pounds. Our idea of showing the weight on 
top is simply to put more vividly before our custom- 
ers the strength of the rind, and the peculiar fitness 
of the variety for shipping purposes.

The last 
week in July the crop was fully matured and I do not hesitate to pronounce them fully ten days earlier than either 
the Early Sunrise or Early Rose, and its yield as compared with the above named varieties was most satisfactory, being at 
least 15 per cent. in excess of either. 

T have tested the quality and it is all that could be desired. In mealiness and fine, delicate flavor, it is equal to Snowflake.

The early varieties of Cabbage are cultivated more exten- 
sively than any other vegetable. In latitudes where the 
thermometer never indicates 20 degrees below the freezing 
point, seed may be sown in the open border in October and 
planted out on the first opening of spring; but in our North- 
ern States they must either be sown in hot-bedsin February. 
or, what is still better, wintered over in cold frames; for this 
purpose the seed is sown from the 10th to the 20th of Sep- 
tember. Attention to date is important: if too soon the 
plants might run to seed, andif too late they would be too 
small.

CELERY. 
German, Seleri.—French, Céleri.—Spanish, Apio. 


Our manner of treating the Celery crop of late years is very 
much simplified. Instead of sowing the seed in a hot-bed or 
cold frame as practised in Europe, it is sown in the open 
ground as soon as it is fit to work in April, and kept carefully 
clear of weeds until the time of planting in June and July. 
In our warmer climate—if raised in hot- , as in England— 
a majority of the plants would run to seed. The tops are 
shorn off once or twice before planting, so as to insure 
“stocky ’’ plants, which suffer less on being transplanted. 

After the ground has been nicely prepared. lines are struck 
out on the level surface, three feet apart. and the plants set 
six inches apartin rows. If the weather is dry at the time 
of planting great care should be taken that the roots are 
properly ‘*firmed.’’ Our custom is to turn back on the row 
and press by the side of each plant gently with the foot. This 
compacts the soil, and partially excludes the air from the roots 
until new rootlets are formed, which will usually be in forty- 
eiphk hours, after which all danger is over. This practice 
of pressing the soil closely around the roots is essential in 
planting of ali kinds,and millions of plants are annually 
destroyed by its omission. After the planting of the Celery 
is completed, nothing further is to be dore for six or seven 
weeks except running through between the rows with the 
cultivator or hoe and freeing the plants of weeds until they 
get strong enough tocrowd them down. This will bring us to 
about the middle of August, by which time we have usually 
that moist and cold atmosphere essential to the growth of 
Celery. Then we begin the * earthing up ”’ necessary for the 
blanching and whitening of that which is wanted for use 
during the months of September, October and November. 
The first operation is that of ‘* handling,”’ as we term it; that 
is, after ali the soil has been drawn up against the plant wth 
the hoe, it is further drawn close around each plant by the 
hand, firm enough to keep the leaves in an upright position 
and prevent them from spreading. This being done, more 
soil is drawn against the row (either by the plow or hoe, as 
circumstances require,)so as to keep the pat in this upright 

ition. The blanching process must, however, be finished 

y the spade, which is done by igging the soil from be- 
tween the rows, and Lees up clear to the top on each 
side of the row of Celery. ree feet is ample distance be- 
tween the dwarf varieties; but when larger sorts are used the 
width of the rows must be at least four and a halfor five feet.

The Potato, like all robust-growing vegetables, can be 
grown with varying success on soils of all kinds, and in all 
conditions of fertility, but the soil best suited to it is a sandy 
loam. In all heavy soils it is more subject to disease, and the 
flavor also is much inferior. In breaking up good pasture 
land, the decaying sod answers sufficiently well for the first 

ear in lieu of manure. Manure is applied either in rows or 

ills, or broadcast over the hills and plowed in—the latter in 
most cases being preferable. If the soil is good, but little 
manure is required. In highly enriched soil the plants are 
more liable to disease than when grown in soil that is natu- 
rally good. The best fertilizers are those of a dry or absorb- 
ent nature, as plaster, lime, superphosphate of lime and bone 
dust. For wet soils these are particularly beneficial, as they 
not only promote growth, but prevent disease. Plant as early 
in spring as the ground can be had in fair working order, in 
hills or ridges. about three feet apart; covering in light, warm 
soils, about four inches deep, but in cold, wet situations, two 
and a half or three inches will be sufficient.

When the plants are 
about two inches high they should be set out four or five 
inches apart in same temperature, or removed into small 
pots, allowing a single plant to a pot; they are sometimes 
transplanted a second time into larger pots, by which pro- 
cess the plants are rendered more sturdy and branching. 
About the middle of May, in this latitude, the plants may be 
set in the open ground; they are pried for early crops on 
light. sandy soil, at a distance of three feet apart, in hills 
in which a good shovelful of rotten manure has been mixed, 
On heavy soils, which are not suited for an early crop, they 
should be planted four feet aparf.. Water freely at the time 
of transplanting, and shelter from the sun for a: few days 
until the plants are established. Sufficient plants for a small 
ochage may be started by sowing a few seedsin a shallow 
a as a pot, and placing it in a sunny window of room 
or en.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


In nearly all cases the preparation of the lawn should be preliminary to the laying out of flower-beds, and 
especially so in the case of grounds having pretentions to what is called landscape gardening. The formation of 
the lawn is too often hastily and imperfectly done. It is the foundation of all subsequent operations, and if badly 
done at first the fault can never be remedied afterward. The first thing to be done is to get the ground shaped 
to the desired grade, taking care in grading that when hills or rocks are removed, sufficient subsoil is also re- 
moved to be replaced with top soil, so that at least five inches of good soil will overlay the whole in all places. 
When the grading is finished, if the nature of the ground requires it, drains should be laid wherever necessary ; 
then the whole should be thoroughly plowed, a subsoil following in the wake of the common plow, until it is com- 
pletely pulverized. A heavy harrow should-then be applied until the surface is thoroughly fined down ; all stones, 
roots, etc., should be removed so that a smooth surface may be obtained. 

The lawn is now ready to be sown. When the seed is sown, a light harrow should be again applied, and 
after that a thorough rolling given, so that the surface is made as smooth and firm as possible. In the latitude of 
New York, the seed may be sown any time during the months of April and May, and will form a good lawn by ~ 
August if the preparation has been good. If sown in the hot months of June or July, a sprinkling of oats should 
be sown at the same time so that the shade given by the oats will protect the young grass from the sun. Lawns 
are very often sown during the early fall months (September being the best) with excellent results. In our ex- 
tensive experience we have found that the formula for seed for lawn grass which we call the ** Central Park”” Mixture 
is in all respects the best. For small plots, of course, digging, trenching, and raking must be done instead of 
plowing, subsoiling, and harrowing. In sloping banks it is often necessary to use sod, as the rains wash the soil 
off before the grass seed has time to germinate. It is sometimes even necessary in sodding very steep banks to use 
pins eight or ten inches in length to pin the sods in place, to prevent them from being washed down by excessive 
rains before the grass roots have had time to fasten in the soil. 

As a guide for the proper quantity to order we may state that one quart of ‘Central Park Lawn Grass,” is 
sufficient to thoroughly sow an area of 20 feet by 15 feet—300 square feet, or to cover an acre, five bushels will be 
required. It should be borne in mind, that in order to produce the best results, grass seed for lawns should be 
sown at least twice as thickly as if sown for hay. Those desiring fuller instruction can obtain it by referring to 
the article ‘‘ Formation and Renovation of Lawns,” in Peter Henderson’s New Book, ‘*Garden and Farm Topics.”

The seeds may be sown any time from September to 
March, though our experience leads us to know that 
those spring sown—that is, during January, February, 
or March—bloom better during the hot, dry weather in 
Summer than those that have been sown in September 
and ‘‘wintered over* in pots or cold frames; these 
bloom earlier, but get exhausted before the hot, dry 
weather of summer sets in. We prefer to sow in shal- 
low boxes (2 or 3 inches deep.) in light soil, merely cover- 
ing the seed and pressing the covering slightly with a 
smooth board. The best temperature for Pansy seeds to 
germinate in is from fifty to sixty degrees; if much 
warmer they are apt to rot after coming up. As soon 
as the plants are well up, and give any indication of 
damping, we plant them at an inch or so apart in shal- 
low boxes, similar to those used for sowing the seed. 
A cool green-house—or, to those who have not that 
convenience, a cool sitting-room—will answer to keep 
them in until the ground becomes warm enough for 
garden operations in spring, when they may be planted 
out in the open ground at once, covering up on cold 
nights, with boards or paper. To those who havea cold 
frame or exhausted hot-bed, it would be best to place 
them there a month or so before planting in the open 
ground. ; 

New Fancy. It is now several years since we first 
offered this strain of Pansy: and we have had 
hundreds of letters testifying to its beauty and 
variety.

shaken off to lighten. If it is the season when they can be planted out doors, the ground should be first well dug 
up and pulverized ; the plants when set out should be well firmed about the root, copiously watered once only 
when planted, and shaded for two or three days when the sun is out. No further watering should be done, but a mulch 
of moss, manure, or leaves around the roots would be beneficial. When received (by mail)“@t a season when they 
cannot be put out, they should be placed at first in as small pots as possible, and sparingly watered until they show 
signs of a new growth. If by express, the plants are usually in such condition as to require a size larger pot than 
they have been growing in. 


Soil is not of so much importance as is usually supposed. When practicable, about three parts rotted sod 
from any good pasture land is best, to one part rotted manure; but when that cannot readily be ob- 
tained, the soil immediately underneath the sod, mixed with manure, will answer. 


Dral nage —When plants are first potted, or are cramped in small pots, there is no necessity for drain- 

4 * age; but as the practice with amateurs is almost universal to overpot plants, as a measure 
of safety, from one to two inches of broken charcoal or potsherds should be placed in the bottom of all pots over 
six inches in diameter, and what is even of more importance than this ‘‘ crocking,” so-called, is to have the plants 
set on a rough surface of gravel or fine cinders, so that a free escape of water can take place. 


M oss M u Ich i n —This is a new practice we began in 1880. It consists in mixing the com- 

SIE mon moss of the swamps or woods with about one-twentieth of its bulk of 
bone dust. This is placed to the thickness of an inch or two on the top of the pot. Plants so treated quickly 
show surprising health and vigor. It cannot be too highly recommended, whether for the amateur growing 
a few window plants, the gardener with his full appointed green-houses, or the florist who grows to sell—to one 
and all we advise it, as it not only lessens labor, saving a re-potting of plants frequently for twelve months, but 
the vigor of growth and productiveness of flower and coloring of foliage are perfectly astonishing. The Moss 
Mulching process should only be done in summer. If used in winter there is danger of the plants getting too 
damp. 


| nsects —The insects that infest Green-house Plants are principally the Aphis or Green Fly, the Thrips, 

« the Red Spider, and the Mealy Bug. ‘Tobacco, either in the form of snuff or in solution—about 
the color of strong tea—or by smoke, by burning the refuse stems, in either way is quickly fatal to the green fly, and 
will check, in part, the thrips. Either of the first two methods is most suitable for plants in rooms, but in the 
green-house the smoke is most convenient, using about one pound of the stems to every 1,000 square feet of glass, 
once a week or oftener. For Red Spider and Mealy Bug, Coles’ Insect Destroyer, put on with a barber’s atomizer, 
is a certain remedy; or they may be sponged off with weak soapsuds. 


M ild ew —This great scourge of Roses under glass is easily checked by painting the hot-water pipes with a 
* wash of Sulphur once in two weeks ; or when not firing, use the Mildew Mixture. (See Index.) 


' i 1 —The temperature of the air for most plants - 
H eat, Li ght, A I r, an d M Oo istu re *in the sinter season at night should not exceed 
55°, and it will do no harm if it occasionally falls to 45°, with from 15° to 20° higher in daytime. LIGHT should 
be given, whenever it can, directly on the plants from December to April; if it cannot, as in Window culture, the 
next best thing to do is to turn the plants occasionally, so they get an equal share on all sides. AIR, or VENTILA- | 
TION, is guided by temperature to be kept, but should never be given so as to blow directly on the plants. 
MOISTURE.—Plants should never be watered unless the soil indicates by its lightness of color that it is dry, and 
then they should be watered freely. This will be necessary two or three times a week in clear weather in winter; 
in spring or summer, nearly every day. If a plant is sickly, or shows but little sign of growth, the remedy is to 
withhold water, almost to the point of shriveling, until it shows indications of growth. Avoid all fertilizers in such 
cases, and let Nature work out her own cure. 


F —The best shading we have ever used is naphtha, mixed with a little 
S had I ng the Class. white lead, so as to give it the appearance of thin milk, This can be 
put on the glass with a syringe very quickly, at a cost not exceeding 25 cents per 1,000 square feet. It holds 
on the entire season until loosened by the fall frosts, whichis, for most plants, just the time for it to be 
taken off. 


Water —If practicable, give plants one good soaking after planting in the open ground, which will be 
* all they will require, unless in the case of long-continued dry weather, when, if again necessary, 
the watering must be thorough—sprinkling is of little or no use,

The colored plate shown in this catalogue is a good representation of this most beauti- 


ful new Rose, although it fails to give the richness of coloring peculiar to the natural flower, 
which, in many of its shades, can best be described by comparing it to the brilliant tints of 
some of our summer sunsets. It was the resemblance to such that first suggested the 
name we have given it. 

The * Sunset Rose” originated with us in the winter of 1880, a shoot from a plant of 
Perle des Jardins, We only secured one cutting, which, fortunately, has held its distinctive 
character without a variation for four years. It is now for the first time offered for sale, 
not a plant having been sold previous to January 1st, 1884. It will, no doubt, be hailed 
with delight by every one interested in roses, as it is identical in every respect with that 
hitherto unequaled Rose, Perle des Jardins, except that its color, instead of being a canary 
yellow, as in that variety, is of the rich tawny shade of saffron and orange, similar but 
deeper than the coloring of Safrano or Md. Falcot. In size, vigor, and productiveness it 
is in all respects the same as the variety from which it sprung, except that the color of 
the young foliage is of a much deeper crimson, which contrasts beautifully with the 
orange-tinted saffron flowers. We have no Rose in our collection which shows such a 
deep tint of crimson in the foliage.. It is a marked and valuable characteristic in this new 
Rose.

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PLANTS FOR RIBBON LINES, or for MASSING IN COLORS. 


Every season the demand for these plants in larger quantities is increasing, and it is no unusual 
thing for gentlemen to use as many as 5,000, 10,000, or even 20,000, for their private grounds; many 
have not the necessary greenhouses to accommodate such large quantities, and are supplied by us or 
other large growers. From the large extent of our greenhouses and frames, covering nearly four 
acres in area, we are usually able to fill all orders no matter how large, but parties requiring large 
quantities will always do better by sending orders as early as possible— orders received for plants for 
massing in January, February or March (for delivery in May), as a ryle will be better plants than if the 
plants were ordered only when wanted to be set out. To such as have spare room in greenhouses, or 
frames, it would be of great advantage to buy the plants we offer below five or six weeks before it is 
time to plant out—say from March 15th, to April 15th, and shift them into larger pots—plants so 
treated will grow to fully double the size under glass, during that time, so that only half the number 
would be required to produce an effect. The plants such as we deliver in May and grown in three inch 
pots to produce a proper effect for ribbon lines, or for massing in color, should be planted 9 or 10 
inches apart—while the same plants if shifted into 4 inch pots about April 1st and grown under glass 
until middle of May—would fill the space as well if planted 18 or 20 inches apart. Below is a list of 
plants suitable for Ribbon Lines or Massing, with the color of flower or foliage, the height to which 
they grow—of course the height is not arbitrary, as they can nearly all be chipped down to half the 
natural height if desird. The arrangement of color is a good deal a matter of taste, only that as a rule 
the most marked contrast gives the best effect. 2

FLOWER BEDS. 


It is often troublesome for some who purpose setting out plants in the grounds 
surrounding their dwellings to decide on some suitable shape for their flower beds or what 
varieties of plants will give the finest display. For the convenience of such we have 
illustrated a few simple and effective designs, any of which can be produced at a comparatively 
small cost, and are easily kept in good order, On an average bedding plants can be set one 
foot apart, so that persons knowing the size of their flower beds can easily estimate about 
what number they will require.

The preparation of the Asparagus bed should be made 
With more care than for most vegetables, from the fact 
_thatitis a permanent crop, which ought to yield as well 
at the end of tweuty-five as of tive years, if the soil has 
been well prepared. To start with, it should be on ground 
thoroughly drained, either naturally or artificially, and, if 
choice can be had,on a rather light sandy loam. This 
should be trenched and mixed with sufficient manure to 
form a eee of at least six inches thick over the bed; 
this manure should be worked into the soil by trenching to 
the depth of two feet, as the roots of the plants will reach 
uite that depth in afew years. In setting, the crown of 
© plants should be placed at least three inches below the 
surface. It makes but little difference whetherit is planted 


in spring or fall; if in spring, it should be done as early as © 


the groundis dry enough to work; and if in fall, just as 
soon as the plants can be had, which is usually in the 
early part of October. For an ordinary family, a bed of 
six rows, fifty or sixty feet in length, and three feet apart, 
will be sufficient, the playntsin the rows being set nine 
inches apart.
